Hansi perceived the had consequences of complying 
with their wishes, and the necessity of quieting his men, 
for the finishing of his operations in the ensuing year ap­ 
peared urgent. 
He was a man of genius as well as a 
good soldier, and having considered for some time on 
the subject, invented the game of chess, as well to a- 
muse their unemployed hours, as to inflame their military 
ardour, the game being wholly founded on the principles 
oi War ; the stratagem succeeded to his wishes, the sol­ 
diers were delighted with the game, and forgot in their 
d lily contests for victory the inconveniences of their 
P >st. 
In the spring the General again took the field, 
an ! iu a few months added the rich country of Chensi 
to the kingdom of Kiangnan, by the defeat and capture 
ol its K in g, Choupuyuen, a famous warrior among the 
Ghinese.

'Fhe width of the line of total darkness varies 
in its pussageacross the earth, but in the United Slates 
will be about one hundred miles. 
'Fhe moon’s shadow 
will not again, for the space of 35 years, pass over any 
part of the inhabitable portions of the United fjtates, or 
until -Vugust 7th, 1860. 
As, at the time of the eclipse of February,1831,much 
inconvenience and even injury was snstuiued from want 
of care in looking at the sun without any protection for 
the eye, or through a glass not suflicieiitly colored, it 
may be pro(ier to rem ark, that should the sky during 
the continuance of tlie eclipse be clear, one of the very 
darkest green or red glasses of a »extant, and in default 
of this a piece of common window glass, free from 
veins, and rendered quite black by the smoke of a 
lamp, only can be used with safety. 
If the lustre of 
the sun should he diminished by intervening clouds, a 
lighter shade will be sutflcient.
